“I was really shocked and surprised,” Carole Pace Henry of 
Madison said about receiving the prestigious honor. “It was just 
unbelievable because I never even thought that would happen. It 
is really one of the best things in my life because I love East 
Central so much. “I am very grateful for this unbelievable award 
and I just wish my aunts, mother and father could have been 
here with me to see this. I couldn’t have done any of this without 
all of my longtime friends and supporters. This couldn’t have 
happened at a greater time in my life. I am just so thankful. 

"Henry comes from a family with a long history with the 
College. “I spent most of my life at EC,” Henry said. “Every one 
of my aunts except one and my mother all went to ECCC.”

"It's 
overwhelming,” Freeman said of the honor. “The Athletic •fj. 
Hall of Fame is a very, very unique group. ..it s like being 
awarded a blue ribbon; they don’t give but one.

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Scholarships will be available for 
qualified high school graduates who 
reside in the five-county service area 
of East Central Community College 
(ECCC) in 2014-15, thanks to a 
generous donation from an alumna 
who included the College in her 
estate planning. 

The estate of Frances Gaines Blum 
Slagle, a 1940 ECCC graduate and 
former Decatur resident, presented 
the ECCC Foundation with 
approximately $2.68 million in cash, 
stocks, and certificates of deposit to 
be used to establish student 
scholarships. This gift represents the 
largest single donation ever received 
by the institution and one of the 
largest gifts ever received by a 
community college in the state of 
Mississippi. 

ECCC Pxesident Dr. Billy W. 
Stewart made the announcement 
during a press conference held Oct. 

9, 2012, in Thrash Auditorium. 

Dr. Stewart announced $50,000 
will be used to endow the Willis E. 
Blum and Frances Blum Slagle 
Scholarship, and the remaining $2.63 
million will be used to endow the 
Children of Andrew Gaines and Inez 
Gaines: Marjorie Mansfield, Mary 
Geoi'ge Pace, Frances Gaines Blum 
Slagle, Virginia Gaines Smith and 
Geneva Gaines Boring Tuition 
Guarantee Scholarship. 

Details for both scholarships are 
currently being developed, but Dr. 
Stewart stated interest earned from 
the $2.63 million contribution will be 
used to guarantee tuition for the 
freshman year - currently $940 per 
semester - for high school graduates 
who reside in Leake, Neshoba, 
Newton, Scott and Winston counties 
and enroll as freshman students at 
ECCC the fall semester immediately 
following high school graduation. 

The tuition guarantee scholarship is

slated to begin in the Fall of 2014 and 
will be used to “complete” the cost of 
tuition for the Fall and Spring 
semesters of the freshman year at 
ECCC. 

Although the tuition guarantee 
scholarship currently will only apply to 
qualified high school graduates who

The Warrior Path to Success is a 
new program for East Central 
Community College. It focuses on 
the students and helping them feel 
more comfortable in the college 
setting. Students get college credit 
for the class as well as learn study 
skills, how to manage time and 
money wisely, choose a major, 
explore interests and values, plan a 
career and education, improve 
memory and reading, learn to think 
critically and creatively, appreciate 
diversity, learn how to 
communicate, maintain a healthy 
lifestyle and learn to think positively 
about the future. 

April Watson teaches the Warrior 
Path to Success program. It is 
Watson’s and the College’s pilot 
course for the program. Watson said 
the program is designed to help 
students with adapting to the college 
life using a program called 
CollegeScope. There are three main 
aspects of CollegeScope: college 
success, career success and lifelong 
success. 

“I think it’s important that all 
freshmen develop the skills taught in 
this course. Students can utilize 
these valuable tools not only in 
college but also in life,” said 
Watson. 

Since the class does not have a 
physical book, the students use the 
CollegeScope eBook. It has chapters 
for each section, and the eBook 
helps make sure the students 
understand what is going on in each 
chapter. It begins with key questions 
helping the students understand 
what they need to be looking for 
throughout the chapter. There are 
five journal entries throughout each 
chapter where the student responds 
to thought-provoking questions 
based on the chapter’s material. 

Some of the students in the class 
(Alice Towner, Addaryl Brown and 
Kristal Eirby) said they find the class 
extremely helpful stating that they 
love the tips that help them learn 
more about themselves. They

added that the program has helped 
them realize what type of learner 
they are which helps them realize 
how they need to study for other 
classes that they attend. 

Also, CollegeScope helps students 
realize what job options fit their 
personality type. Since joining the 
class, Towner said she has decided 
she wants to go into hotel and 
restaurant management; whereas. 
Brown said he wants to be an 
engineer; and Eirby said she thinks 
she wants to become a mechanic. 

The fact that these students have a 


basic idea for what career they wish to 
pursue proves that the statistics from 
Cuyamaca Community College 
(CCC) in California are correct. The 
results from CCC’s study state that 26 
percent of students increase in 
persistence rates, 87 percent had 
chosen a major by the end of the 
course, 62 percent reported more 
confidence in their academic skills 
and 88 percent rated the course as 
good or very good. 

The ultimate goal of the class is 
SUCCESS, Watson said.

'Dictator for Life' 


Mr. Marc D. McCool is a very widely-known 
history teacher at East Central Community College. 
Even for the students who have not had him, they 
know about him and that he should be "Dictator for 
Life." 

When asked why he wants to become "Dictator 
for Life" he replied, "To make the world a better 
place of course. That is a no brainer." This will one 
day take its course as soon as all of his present and 
past students spread his ideas enough that there will 
be a public mandate for it to happen. Once he is in 
office, no one will want him to leave. All of the 
nation's problems will be solved by his top X 
solutions. In the classroom McCool teaches his 
students the importance of being able to think for 
themselves. He said, "Teaching should inspire them 
to be continuously seeking to learn more and new 
things."

3. Create an economy of pure capitalism where 
hard work and initiative are rewarded and 
not punished. 

4. Pass a proportional income tax whereby 
eveiy individual pays the same percentage 
of tax on their income. NO deductions 


except for charitable contributions and no 
tax refunds. 

5. Reduce the size and role of government in 
peoples' lives. 

6. Create a volunteer system in which ever)’ 
parent can send his or her child to any school of 
his or her choosing. The good schools will 
thrive and the bad schools will fail.

George Bond 

Reliving the Past 


George Bond is a 19-year-old sophomore history 
major of Brandon who enjoys doing Civil War 
reenactments on the weekends. He has been 
attending these reenactments since he was six months 
old. “My family told me that I was the only baby that 
didn’t cry when the guns and cannons went off,” said 
Bond. “I guess that it was just in my blood to do 
this.” 

However, he didn’t start participating in the 
reenactments until his senior year of high school due 
to certain regulations of gun control. Most of the 
people who participate in this are older which is 
disappointing because this is our histoiy being 
forgotten. “It’s not just about dressing up like a 
soldier and playing dead. It’s about keeping the past 
alive,” said Bond. 

Bond's father and sister both do Civil War 
reenactments. His father was the reason why Bond is 
involved in his activity. 

When Dr. Phillip Crenshaw found out about 
Bond’s hobby, he asked him to perform in front of 
one of his classes. 

“One of the most asked question is how do I know 
when to die... Well, you tiy walking around in the 
hot sun in a 100 percent wool uniform with over 40 
pounds of stuff on your back.... A nice nap will 
sound pretty good, so trust me... You’ll know when 
to die,” said Bond. 

One of the closest reenactments can be found in 
Quitman. However, Bond’s group goes to many 
different places from Louisiana to Tennessee. Bond's 
group, the 46th Mississippi Infantry, is a non-profit 
organization. They have meetings to decide which 
reenactments they would like to attend and have a 
vote. 

He said he saw some interesting things while doing 
reenactments including a ghost stoiy. It was at the 
150th anniversary of the Battle at Shiloh in Shiloh, 
Term. It was at 1 a.m. when Bond and his sister were 
just passing the time and riding around looking for 
friends. All of a sudden they hear someone say, “Hey 
stop!” Suddenly, up rides a horseman dressed in full 
attire (coal and all). The horseman asked where his 
federal camp was located. Bond said he did not 
know where it was. l he horseman then said he had 
hit his head, and he needed to find his camp site. 

Bond and his sister told him to follow them because 


they would be driving by the hospital, and he could get 
some help there. So they started driving and they could 
hear the click clack of the horse’s hooves, and then all 
of a sudden it stopped. Bond turned around and there 
was no horseman to be found. The next day he asked 
some people from the hospital if they had seen such a 
horseman, but their response was no. Bond said, “He 
may have been a real person, but I like to consider him 
as the first ghost that I have ever seen." 

He thought it was quite comical that people in the 
northern states like Ohio want to play the part of 
Confederate soldiers. 

The 46th Mississippi Infantry is open for all genders. 
The men are usually the ones that go out on the battle- 
field in their period accurate attire while the women 
work as nurses. Basically, the women watch for when 
the men “die” and make sure everyone stays hydrated.

“My Life in the Ranks” he would love for people to 
watch and comment on.

Rising Above the Challenge 


Zachary Donner is a 25-year-old freshman student 
and football player at EC. Previously, Donner has 
been offered oppoi'tunities to play with numerous 
teams across the world for rugby and football. Just a 
few of those teams were in Germany, Russia, Poland 
and Costa Rica. He has also attended three other 
colleges before coming here, and they were Costal 
Community College, Altamaha Technical College 
and Independence Community College. 

Donner isn't your ordinary student because he has 
something that veiy few people have. It is a veiy 
rare form of dyslexia known as severe double deficit 
dyslexia. This is a combination of different forms of 
dyslexia rolled into one. One of them is discalcula, 
where you can get math signs confused with each 
other. Disnomia is when you can study for a test and 
really know the material, but when you wake up you 
cannot remember any of the material. 

When he was a child he would go out, come back 
home, and couldn't tell his parents where he had 
been. He had to describe it to them. There is also 
dyspraxia and this is when you have a difficulty with 
movement. There are three categories, and they are 
middle, medium and severe. 

Donner grew up in Brunswick, Georgia, and he 
was never properly diagnosed until right before he 
came to EC. He was at the University of Kansas 
when he was finally diagnosed. Once he was finally 
diagnosed he was able to start receiving the help that 
he needed. Donner was introduced to Irlen Glasses 
and Genesis. Irlen Glasses uses a color for the lenses, 
and it helps to relax his brain so that he can read for 
longer periods of time, and it helps him with his 
auditory processing. Genesis is a company that 
makes colored paper, and there is also a transparent 
colored film that he can place over his books to read. 
Donner said, "None of these cure what I have, but it 
does help a lot, specifically with disnomia." Recently 
Donner has helped a local girl in Decatur who has 
dyslexia. He introduced these products to her and 
her parents. Within a couple of weeks her grades 
have gone from failing to passing. 


Donner also takes supplements to help with his 
memory. Donner said, "It isn't that bad. The medicine 
just helps my brain get a boost." Before his diagnosis, 
life was difficult when compared to now. 

Donner said, "It was really tough when I was 
younger. I got bullied because I was put in classes for 
special education, but then I got a little older and 
played football. I had some loyal friends, and I never 
had a problem with bullying again." 

Donner has other activities that he enjoys other than 
football; although, he does love the game. He also likes 
to play rugby, lift weights, take computers apart and put 
them back together, and he likes to read books to help 
further his faith. Donner said, " I want to keep strong in 
my faith because I would have never gotten as far as I 
have without God." 

Donner's major is physical education, and he has also 
considered being a minister. But whatever he ends up 
doing or wherever he ends up going, his favorite 
scripture to quote is Matthew 19:26. "With man this is 
impossible, but with God all things are possible."

‘GMC stands for God Made Chevy.’ It was great memories.” Howell 
said he recendy discussed with Collins his plans for his future. “Cody 
wanted to get a job at Nissan in Canton, where his father works,” 
Howell said. “I remember when he (Collins) left on November 8 
from class I told him he could finish the truck bed the following 
Tuesday. Life goes on, but you never forget die people you meet. 
They can make you a better person and/or teach life lessons. I know 
I have learned a lot by teaching Cody. I am reminded that life is 
short, and you never know the impact someone can have on you 
until they are gone.”

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In 1928, East Central Junior 
College had evolved from the 
Newton County Agricultural High 
School to a junior college supported 
by Newton, Neshoba, Scott, Winston 
and Leake counties. More than 30 
major buildings were added in 
addition to the original three 
buildings. In 1929, it was decided 
that EC would become a permanent 
junior college. There were two 
teachers, Mrs. W.W. Newsome who 
taught English, histoiy and Spanish, 
and Mr. Robert Marshall who taught 
chemistry and mathematics. Today, 

EC has grown to an enrollment of 
3,223 students. 

The Wo- He- To has been the official 
yearbook of the College for 72 years. 

Jostens printed the 72nd volume of 
the Wo- He- To yearbook with the 
theme of "New Direction," as voted 
upon by the Wo-He-Lo staff. 

This year's staff consisted of 22 
students. The "Student Publications'

Auditorium. The Wo-He-Lo stall is 
under the direction of Gennie 
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Phillips, who is in her fifth year as 
an advisor for the EC yearbook. 

The cost of the Wo-He-Lo is 
included is every full-time students 
tuition. 

The cover was inspired by the 
new leadership of the college. Wo- 
He-Lo 2013 edition was designed 
using six font families: Antique 
Olive Black, Baskerville, Celestia 
Antique Bold, Helvetica, The Hawk 
and Times. All photographs were 
taken by the Public Information 
staff, Wo-He-Lo staff photographers, 
and others contributing to the book 
with all using digital cameras. The 
cover material is high gloss litho 
with process color 317 and a UV 
coating cover 350. There are 220 
pages in a 9x12 full color book. Wo- 
He-Lo is distributed on campus 
directly after Award's Day each year 
to all full-time students. T his year, 
EC printed 2,300 copies of Wo-He- 
Lo. We want to say a big thank you 
toJUCO Weekly and other 
photographers who contributed to 
the book.
